Fire Sweeps Business Section. 


The fire originated about 3 o'clock in a 


negro's ciibin on Church trtreet, about 
three or four blocks cast of the govern- 
ment reservation and near the army and 
navy hospital. It swept southeast away 
from the hospital find reservation for hnlf 
an hour, when the rising wind shifted 
in direction and carried it again in the 
direction of the business section, taking 
tlm public utilities plant and other busi- 
ness FtrurtiiroH on .Malvern avenue. Cross- 
ing Malvern. the, i re swept south, burn- 
ing the Oatrk sanitarium nnd the high 
school building. w..en the shitting wind 
current again carried the flames to Uua- 
chila avenue, sweeping a wide pathway, 
destroying tli« 
liurlancl county court 


house and for a time seriously threaten- 
ing to turn biick in its path and sweep 
down the main business section o' Cen- 
tral and Oimrhila avenues. 


By heroic ellorts of the Hot Springs 


and Little Rock fire departments, the fire 
was kept from turning back on Central 
avenue, but fliere was no cheeking ita 
resistless sweep in the direction tho wind 
was carrying it, and huih-ing after build- 
ing was destroyed in £lie space of a few 
minutes. 


Call Help From Little Kock. 


Within fifteen minutes from the time 


the fire started it was wholly beyond the 
control of the fire department and help 
was asked from Little Rock. 


A 
special train brought 
additional 


equipment, hut Miman ingenuity with 
water, .dynamite, and every other known 
means of fighting fire failed to check the 
flames. Tho wind increased in fury as 
the flames spread, nnd frame and brick 
business blocks were rax.ed in a few mo- 
ments' time. The firemen would no 
sooner get located for another desperate 
stand than the fire would sweep past 
them and break out ,n a dozen different 
places at the snmt time. Dynamite W'is 
freely used, but nothing could stop the 
rush of the flmnes. 


One of the first big structures to go 


was the electric light and power plant, 
and as night grew on tiie city was in 
darkness save for ths flames, which lit 
up the whole city. 
Shifting wind cur- 


rents changed the course of the fire on 
three different occasions. 


There was no chance of checking the 


flames, but, at the corner of Central and 
Market streets the combined fire depart- 
ments made a last determined effort to 
save the business nnd reservation section 
nnd succeeded in diverting the course or 
the fire, in the direction of South Hot 
Springs.

(100 in addition to the amount of re- 
taliatory duties paid directly. 
This in- 


direct tax was due to the uniform and 
agreed and artificial pieces which tho 
combination of American paper makers 
has continuously maintained. No print 
paper can be bought in the open market. 
American mills will not sell news print 
paper unless they know the destination 
of the paper, the purpose for which it 
is to be used nnd the name of tho buyer. 
They starve the market by restricting 
production, as is shown by their reports 
to tho bureau of corporations. 
They 


have kept down the stock of pnper on 
hand at the. mills to an eight day sup- 
ply for all the newspapers of tho coun- 
try. 
They have dumped 
paper into 


Great Britain at lower prices than they 
sell to the American consumer. 
The 


policy of retaliation against Canada 
fosters and helps that arrangement." 


Clearing up odds and ends of the bill 


went on with a succession of defeats for 
republican amendments on wheat, cotton 
goods, lumber and other commodities.

•cuss in a thoughtful, sensible way the governmental prob- 
lems that confront Fort Wayne and to offer in a pledge 
!of non-partisan efficiency tho sort of government it be- 
lieves presents the most hopeful outlook to the people of 
IMs great and growing city. 


Contrary to some erroneous impressions that may 


•have been created in the minds of outsiders by the hurling 
.of epithets and the heaping of abuse, Fort Wayne is not 
a hotbed of grafters, crooks or high-binders.

Wilber found that verv little attention 
lad heen given current topics by the 
ruling women of the different classes, 
•die reali/.ed that thev should understand 
'urrcnt political and social history, if for 
[jo other purpose than for their own en- 
ightenment. She also realized that tliey 
.-ould not be succcftully instructed in 
the subject by making it a part of the 
•gular class curriculum. 
The old adage that "necessity is the 


mother of invention'' proved true in this 
instance, when she originated a novel 
rartoon contest.

•ould he given ami the plan devised had 
to be so interesting that the students' 
pleasure alone would insure its being car- 
ried out. 


A cartoon contest was chosen ns best 


furlilliiig these conditions. 


The cartoon sums up the news and 


arouses one's sense of humor. II appeals 
to all. for. like the colored pictures of 
theeomiesnpplenient.it expresses action 
something doing. And to select the ear- 


toon nest telling the story, .the story ! 
must be known. 


For a few days cartoons were brought 


before the class.

paign. 


The successful contestant was to be the 


one whose collection of cartoons told the 
story most completely. 
If told equally 


well by several the honor was to go i'o 
the collection in which the cartoons were 
most pointed and moat humorous. .No 
limit was placed on the source of car- 
toons--any newspaper or inngiume nt. 
home or abroad might be culled from. A 
committee composed of cartoonists on the 
locnl dailies were chosen judges. 


As the school year closed in June tiic 


intention had been to close the content 
with the national convention. Hut a new 
political party whose convention was to 
be heM in August appeared. This intensi- 
fied the situation and the students, out 
of a genuine interest in political develop- 
ments, requested that the contest he con- 
tinued until tlie close of the presidential 
campaign in November. 


Accordingly each student handed in, 


November 17, 1!H2, a book containing 
from -Iiil to -11111 cartoons. 


The work of local cartoonists or tile 


reproductions in the local papers of o t h -

agencies liih'd the first few pages.

soon the papers from a larger area were 
consulted and toward the end cartoiiiis 
were selected from papers all over the 
Tinted States, with occasionallv one trom 
abroad. 


Among the most prominent were the 


I.os Angeles papers, the limes and the 
F.xpress: the New York 
and 
Chicago 


papers, the Denver Tost, Life, Omaha K\- 
press. Harper's Weekly and Cleveland 
I'liiin Dealer. 


The cartoons themselves in the latter 


part of the collection were more carc- 
fullv chosen and the work of a greater 
number of cartoonists was represented. 


In a single collection more than fifty 


cartoonists found a place. One collection 
began with Wilder's "The Wall Mower," 
taken from the Chicago Record-Herald of 


January 31. 1III2. The vice presidency is 
represented ns a young lady sitting apart 
while another young lady, the presidency, 
is 
surrounded 
by 
many 
gentlemen. 


Among them are Taft, Harmon, Clark, 
LaFoIlette. Harrison and Wilson, with 
Roosevelt standing a short distance away, 
hut obviously attentive. 


The collection ends with Cory's "He

An interesting result of the contest was 


the marked growth of independent politi- 
cal thought. 
Before the contest began 


the political preferences as to party and 
candidate of each young lady in the class 
and of her 
father 
were 
ascertained. 


Long before the close many had changed 
their political faith without a correspond- 
ing change in the father's attitude, and 


some who. at the start, had no political 
preferences became strong adherents of u. 
definite partv policy. 


A few collections showed this political 


bias, but the majority told 
the story 


without prejudice. 


The months that followed showed that 


the cartoon method was most ellective. 
In their work as student teachers the, 
students' constant use of current history 
was noticeable and seldom was any cur- 
rent, happening mentioned that they did 
not. know all about. 


One incident will serve to illustrate: 


At the commencement banquet the fol- 
lowing -lime a student in a toast on tho 
senior class claimed that at, least onn 
member was rcadv to emulate the ex- 
ample of Kmily Wilding Davison, when 
a lady of superior intelligence who wns 
ordinarily ^ell informed asked ol her 
neighbor. "Who is this Ktnily \Vilding 
Davison ?" 


The. persona! testimony of the students 


taken eight months later strengthens tlm 
evidence in favor ol the plan. They said 
that after the contest they spent, inuc.i 
more 
time reading 
news 
concerning 


national questions; that, although at lirst 
their interest was in politics only, it soon 
extended to all news items illustrated hv 
cartoons. With some it stayed at this 
point, with others it readied the stage 
where they were concerned with nnvfhiii'j 
of a truly social as well as political na- 
ture. 


The plan is being used at the present 


time with equal success with other classes 
in the normal school and is being tried in 
the intermediate grades of the nracticu 
school.

arc as strictVy enforced a* are the laws 
under which commercial concerns en- 
gaged in more attractive lines carry on 
their daily routine. 


Would you believe that during the 


summer months one of these dumps 
yields an income of nearly $100 a month 
to the man in chargeV Well. it. does, and 
at that all of the profit-velding refuse 
that goes into it is not carefully culled 
and disposed of. 


Householders and business house pro- 


prietors are generally happy to get rid 
of accumulations for which there is no 
other place than the dumps, and they 
probably do not realize that every load 
of this refuse is carefully inspected and 
all that can possibly be used is sorted 
out and finds its way back to their 
shelves and their domiciles. 


Clinton Street Most Pretentious. 


There are about the city a number of 


places that are open to the, public for 
the storage of anything from ashes to 
worn out combs and hair brushes, but 
the one on Clinton street, north of Su- 
perior and extending east to the batiks 
of St. Mary's river, is the most pre- 
tentious of the lot, and this is presided 
over by Benjamin Ellsworth, who owns 
his property, keeps up a family, has two 
or three wngons and horses of his own 
and who is generally looked upon as a 
most respected citizen and whose sole 
income is derived from what he can pick 
Jp off his special domain.

opener.. It reveals amazing possihilities 
for cheap fuel and power, and unex- 
pected wealth for a. great section that has 
yet thought little of mining and manu- 
facture.

Congress, so long as it rec- 
ognizes the legal right of the New Haven 
or any other road to cnrn dividends on 
false nnd fraudulent capitalization, can- 
not by law increase the earning power or 
the. New Haven sufficient to pay such in- 
terest charges and nt the. same time keep 
the road in proper physical condition. 
The. truth is the American public is fac- 
ing a crisis in tho matter of railroad 
ownership, and only two things are pos- 
sible. Either the roads must be permit- 
ted to increase, freight and passenger 
rotes high enough to earn a prolit on 
their watered stocks and bonds, or the 
whole system' must be changed and the 
railroads taken over into public owner- 
ship. 
As a matter of fact, thejUnitvil 


States is one of three principal countries 
of the world to retain privately-owned 
system of railroads, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary. Italy, Switzerland. Frar.ee, JJen- 
mark. Bulgaria. Russia, Australia and 
New Zealand all have government-owned 
nnd operated roads, with no watered cap- 
italization, no financial jugglery, and a 
very much smaller number of wrecks and 


a lower loss of life. The death rate on 
American railroads is the highest in the 
world. 


The interstate commerce commission 


closed its report on tho previous big 
wreck on the New Haven—that at Stam- 
ford, Conn.—with these words: "Estab- 
lishment of safer and more efficient op- 
eration of this railroad is immediately 
necessary if congressional legislation ex- 
tending the scope of governmental reg- 
ulation of railroads is not to be called for 
and justified in the interest of public 
safety."

It is probable that the growing demand 


for governmental operation of railroads 
will be increased by this latest lesson in 
death ami-injuries resulting from privato 
management for private profit.

Many of those are handled twice by 
the markets, first as feeders, and again

If, however, poor seed-

I have had success In sowing both 


In the fall and in the spring. 
I can- 


not gee much difference. Fall sowing Is 
generally preferable, because it can be 
done at a time when there la not so 
much rush work on the farm. 
This 


being true, a better job can bo done, 
and, consequently, a better stand will 
be the result., 


"U'hen I Intend to sow clover in tho 


fall. I plow the ground about the mid- 
dle of August. 
About ten days after 


being plowed It Is harrowed thor- 
oughly and leveled with a long float. 
This float Is made similar to a road 
drag and, in passing over the field, it 
levels 
the 
ground very 
smoothly. 


Either In the spring or fall seeding 
this float should he used. 


In about a week after the ground 


has been harrowed and leveled with 
the float, it is worked again with a 
harrow, followed by a light planker. 
Then I sow the plat to rye. placing 
on about three pecks to the acre, and 
harrow the ground twice, once each 
way. 
After this is done, I sow tho 


clover seed 
at 
the rate of fifteen 


pounds 
tn the 
acre, and give tho 


ground one light harrowing.—H. U.

Cemetery of 5500 B. C. Found by Archaeologists.

YOUR APPENDIX 
NDER the direction of the British 
School of Archaeology in Egypt a 
great cemetery of the first dynasty 


(5500 B. C.) was explored last year, ac- 
cording to the Sphere, and much that 
was important was accomplished, both 
from the standpoint of science and that 
of the acquisition of relics. 
The valley 


in which the excavations were made is 
situated at Tarkhan, about forty miles 
south of Cairo. It was cleared this year 
and found to contain about eight hundred 
graves. An exact record was made of all 
the contents of the graves. 
The bones 


were measured, plans were made of each 
grave and of the entire cemetery and a 
complete description of all the pottery and 
vases that were found was set down. As 
the cemetery dates from the most critical 
point in Egyptian history, the finding of 
such a detailed record, the most complete 
ever made, is considered of much impor- 
tance to archaeology. 


Tbis point is regarded as the pre-Mem- 


phitc capital of Egypt, as it was the place 
of residence of great numbers of wealthy 
Egyptians 
before Memphis became the 


capital of united Egypt. 
It is supposed 


that in addition to the many graves that 
have been discovered there are great num- 
bers under the wafer. The tombs which 
have been opened are, many of them, in 
a remarkable state of preservation, as the 
filling in.'of sand in the valley has pre- 
served the bodies from disturbance. In the 
graves quantities of alabaster and pottery 
vases were found. Some of the vases were 
of the blue glazed variety.
